Businesses to be fined for 
massive car park fly-tip 


Huge illegal dump in South 
Grove car park cleared 
■ Restaurants and businesses 
to face prosecution 


Restaurants and businesses 
across the South East face 
prosecution after tonnes of 
rubbish and waste were dumped 
illegally in a Walthamstow car 
park. 

It took almost a week for the 
Council to clear the dump at South 
Grove car park, gather evidence 
to help identify those responsible 
and safely dispose of the rubbish 
at licensed dumps. 

At least seven businesses are 
being investigated from across the 
South East after menus, leaflets and 
kitchen waste were found. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Leader 
and Cabinet Member for the 
Environment, said: “This was one of 
the worst incidents we have seen in 
Waltham Forest - an entire car park, 
covered in waste. 

“It seems these businesses hired 
illegal waste carriers to dispose of 


their rubbish instead of following 
their legal trade waste agreements, 
and this was the result. 

“If you run a business, you have 
to know how your waste is being 
disposed. Don’t cut corners to save 
a few quid - we will investigate 
and if we find your details, you will 
receive a heavy fine and we will 
publicly name and shame you.” 

“Council crews have worked 
around the clock to get this cleared 
up. Cllr Loakes added: “I know 
residents will join me in thanking 
the clean-up teams.” 

Council crews clear on average 
three-and-a-half tonnes of rubbish 
and litter from Waltham Forest 
streets every night.

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The Wetlands opens to public 
for the first time in 150 years 



Europe’s largest urban wetland 
nature reserve, Walthamstow 
Wetlands, welcomed its first 
visitors this weekend. 

In 2012, the Mayor of London 
called the Wetlands ‘London’s Best 


Kept Secret’, and after investment 
by the Council, Thames Water and 
London Wildlife Trust the site is now 
fully accessible for families, walkers, 
wildlife fans, anglers and bird 
watchers alike. 


It has taken ten years of planning, 
renewal, conservation work and 
investment, including a £4.47m 
National Lottery grant, to make the 
reservoir site accessible to visitors 
for the first time in 150 years. 

The Wetlands make a perfect day 
out for anyone looking to escape the 
city and find tranquillity and nature 
on their doorstep. 

The site is made up of ten 
reservoirs that function as a 
Thames Water operational water 
supply site, but also a place of 
refuge for many waterbirds and a 
stopover for migrating birds. The 
Wetlands are also home to the city’s 
largest fishery. 

Two historic buildings have been 
renovated as part of the project, with 
the Engine House being transformed 
into a visitor centre, cafe and 
education space and the Coppermill 
Tower becoming an accessible 
viewing platform. 

Activities and events are planned 
for throughout the year, and London 
Wildlife Trust will be delivering 


a programme of interactive 
learning, volunteering and school 
engagement. 

Council Leader, Cllr Clare Coghill, 
said: “Walthamstow Wetlands is a 
unique space in London. We feel 
very fortunate to have this fantastic 
oasis on our doorstep and are so 
pleased that members of the public 
are now able to experience this 
open space in urban London.” 

Gordon Scorer, Chief Executive 
of London Wildlife Trust, said: “As 
well as being hugely important for 
wildlife, Walthamstow Wetlands is 
a fantastic place to enjoy nature 
alongside the rugged industrial 
heritage of Victorian London.”

Tramworks purchase to help 
local economies grow 



The Tramworks has been 
purchased by the Council as 
the first property in a new 
investment portfolio. 

Building a portfolio of investments 
is one of the ways the Council is 
attempting to become a self funded 
council - a decision Cabinet took 
in July. The investment portfolio is 
hoped to generate £2million income 
by 2019. 

The purchase of The Tramworks 
in Walthamstow is taking these plans 
one step closer to reality. 

The Tramworks is a workspace 
and creative hub, just off Hoe 
Street - which itself is emerging as a 
‘Creative Corridor’. 

The unique space is made up 
of two-storey 19th Century mews 
located next to Mirth, Marvel and 
Maud. It has 21,640 sq ft of studios, 
open plan office space, restaurant 
and residential accommodation 
within 54 warehouse style units in 


two buildings. 

The Tramworks already contains 
recording studios, film companies, 
graphics and animation companies, 
yoga studios, branding consultants, 
publishers and restaurants. 

The work space is completely 
unique in the borough, as the broad 
range of businesses takes time to 
build up, curate and establish itself. 

Council Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 
said: “This purchase is the first 
step in growing our portfolio 
of investments to help build a 
sustainable future. Local Authority 
funding has dropped every year 
and we now have to look at other 
solutions so we can continue to fund 
vital services. 

“The Tramworks is an excellent 
start and fits our ambitions to grow 
the local economy and create 
thriving town centres. It also means 
we can protect and encourage our 
new creative quarter.” 


The Tramworks gained its name 
from being a tram turnaround. 

Built in 1882, it has been home to 
a wide range of businesses-from 
blacksmiths to printers, mineral 
water manufacturers to advertising 
agencies. It also includes converted 
stables that once housed horses 


working for the horse-drawn trams 
which serviced Hoe Street.

Waltham Forest schools have received more awards through 
Transport for London’s STARS programme than any another 
London borough. 

■ STARS stands for Sustainable Travel: Active, Responsible, 
Safe. Schools that get the award must demonstrate they have 
encouraged more children to walk, scoot and cycle to school. 

■ Seven Waltham Forest schools have achieved a gold rating, 
the most on record in any borough. Eight schools got a silver 
rating, while 25 schools got bronze STARS ratings. 

Davies Lane and Edinburgh Primaries both impressively 
jumped from bronze rating to gold. It is hoped a further 10 
schools will achieve STARS next year.

Litter teams clear Autumn 
leaves from your streets 



The changing season and 
falling leaves have brought an 
extra heavy workload for the 
borough’s litter clearing teams. 

Autumn leaves may be natural, 
but they still count as litter and have 
to be cleared quickly. 

Leaves can become slippery if 
they get wet, which is dangerous for 
drivers and pedestrians. 

Four extra teams of two or three 
Council officers each are currently 
out in the borough removing leaves 
from streets and pavements. 

A fleet of 12 mechanical 
sweepers are helping with their 
efforts. 

Every year in the Autumn 
approximately 50 tonnes of leaves 
are collected by these teams. 


As many of the leaves as possible 
are composted. 

If your street looks particularly 
leafy one morning then report it to 
the Council as one of the teams is 
out every day attending to areas 
of heavy leaf fall that have been 
reported by residents. 

In the coming weeks the number 
of leafing teams will increase to 
seven, as the weather gets colder 
and even more leaves start falling. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Council 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
the Environment, said: “Having so 
many trees in the borough is a great 
thing for our environment, but it also 
means that in the Autumn there are 
huge quantities of leaves to clear 
from your streets. 


“This time of year sees our road¬ 
sweeping crews’ workload increase 
massively - my thanks go to them 
for going above and beyond to clear 
and recycle the leaves.”

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Tipping point: Naming and shaming 
for illegal rubbish dumpers 

A new name and shame 
campaign has been launched to 
crack down on the fly-tippers 
who blight our streets with their 
unwanted rubbish. 

The Council will release CCTV 
screen captures of fly-tippers caught 
in the act on the Council website in a 
rogues gallery. 

A list of enviro-criminals who 
have been caught and fined for fly¬ 
tipping, littering and other anti-social 
behaviour will also be published 
online to deter residents from doing 
the same. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
the Environment, said: “We have 
zero-tolerance for fly-tippers who 
leave their litter in our borough. This 
is why we issue the maximum £400 
fine when we catch offenders - and 
catch them we will.”

The vehicles 
are also cleaner and more fuel 
efficient, meaning we can cut down 
pollution.” 

Zipcar Flex is the borough’s 
second flexible car sharing service 
alongside DriveNow, who also 
currently operate in the borough. 

We are always looking for 
environmental solutions, and 
encourage our residents to make 
use of this great scheme. For each 
car club vehicle that is introduced 
up to 20 private vehicles are taken 
off the road - this improves safety 
for all road users and reduces 
the amount of harmful vehicle 
emissions.

Hire bicycles will be available for 
hire around Waltham Forest at 
the end of this month. 

A pilot scheme will bring 250 
bikes to the borough which will be 
available to hire for 50p per half 
hour. 

Bikes will be available to be 
picked up from 30 parking zones, 
which are near town centres, train, 
bus and tube stations, colleges and 
Whipps Cross Hospital. 

Waltham Forest is among the first 
boroughs in London to launch such 
a scheme. If successful, more bikes 
will be introduced and it will become 
permanent next year. 

Fran Graham, campaigns 
coordinator for the London Cycle 
Campaign, praised the scheme. 

She said: “People who do not have 
a bike can try a bike, including

people who are not sure about 
buying a bike. 

“We have a massive inactivity 
crisis in London and air pollution is 
a serious issue, so the more people 
we can enable to cycle around 
London, the better.” 

The bikes will be provided by 
Urbo, a company specialising in 
cycle hire across Europe. It will cost 
£1 to join the scheme. 

To hire a bike, residents, workers 
and those visiting the borough, 
can find a bike at a parking zone 
or select one using Urbo’s mobile 
phone app. Once you have chosen 
a bike you will receive a four digit 
code to type into the wheel lock. 

At the end of your journey you just 
need to click the lock back into 
place. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Leader 


and Member for the Environment for 
Waltham Forest, said: “The scheme 
will enable cycling to be affordable 
and convenient and truly accessible 
to residents, workers and visitors. 

“This offers affordable sustainable 
transport for the borough, and helps 
residents feel healthier through more 
exercise and less pollution.” 

Badly parked bikes will be quickly 
relocated thanks to GPS tracking 
on the bikes, and users who return 
bikes to the parking zones will 
be rewarded points on the app. 
Maintenance and repairs will be 
carried out by local cycle shops.

ZED are already trialling the service 
in the borough, for libraries and local 
businesses including Perky Blenders 
and Organiclea. 

ZED uses zero emission modes of 
transport such as cargo bikes and 
electric vans to make its deliveries. 

The scheme launched after the 
Council secured funding from the 
Mayor’s Air Quality Fund. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
the Environment at Waltham Forest 
Council, said: “Improving air quality 
is one of my main priorities - this 
scheme will transform how deliveries 
to and from businesses and residents 
are made whilst making our streets 
healthier, safer places for all to enjoy. 

The ZED scheme will help the 
Council reduce the number of 
delivery vehicles on our roads and 
replace them with environmentally- 
friendly cargo bikes. Cargo bikes 


also hold a competitive advantage 
over motor vehicles as they can 
move easily around the borough and 
bypass congestion. 

The council is committed to 
supporting local businesses within 
the borough. Waltham Forest has 
thousands of small independent 
businesses that can use the ZED 
service and enjoy the benefits 
the scheme provides. It will also 
encourage residents to shop locally, 
helping to boost the economy of the 
borough. 

The ZED scheme follows the 
success of the ‘Christmas Courier’ 
pilot which saw 20 businesses 
participate and over 1,000 parcels 
delivered in December 2016. 

Outspoken! Delivery have been 
appointed to operate the scheme 
alongside Waltham Forest Council. 
Outspoken! Delivery have already 
established successful zero 
emissions courier schemes in 
Cambridge, Norwich and Glasgow. 

The news was announced 
at the council’s Healthy Streets 
Conference, which took place in 
Walthamstow Assembly Hall on 
Thursday 28 September.

Wanted - Young artists to 
combat extremism 



A ground-breaking project 
aimed at countering the threat 
of extremism online is being 
launched in Waltham Forest 
and 16 - 21-year-olds are being 
asked to apply to lead on it. 

‘Arts Against Extremism’ was 
launched this month as part of Hate 
Crime Awareness Week to allow 
16-21 year olds to counter online 


extremism through their creativity. 

Recent Home Office research 
shone a light on the large number 
of UK tweets containing extremist 
messages. 

The new initiative has been 
created in partnership with the Home 
Office and the Arts Council. It will 
support people the borough’s young 
people to become anti-extremism 


activists, flooding social media with 
messages and art promoting their 
local community. 

Participants will be trained to 
use social media and deal with 
opposition online.

Councillor Sharon Waldron, 
Cabinet Member for Community 
Safety and Cohesion, said: “All too 
often our media space is filled with 
extremist rhetoric. There is a clear 
need for positive messages and a 
counter-narrative. 

“I’d urge any young person 
interested in becoming a voice for 
social change to sign up.” 

Jevelle Hibbert, 16, has already 
signed up and wants to encourage 
others to join him. He said: “This 
programme will be a step towards 
making Waltham Forest a more 
positive place to live, the air a little bit 


clearer and the world a safer place. I 
believe that the younger generations 
have the skills to tackle this.” 

Walthamstow resident and anti¬ 
female genital mutilation (FGM) 
campaigner, Hibo Wardere, is 
supporting Arts Against Extremism. 
She said: “I am very excited to 
work on this pioneering project. 

It recognises the wider harms of 
extremism, including FGM, and 
aims to engage youth in becoming a 
positive voice that stands up against it. 

“I will be following the project’s 
every move online and supporting it 
wherever I can.”

• Setting up an encampment on any land identified on the map numbered 1 to 145 without written 
permission from the Local Planning Authority, or, planning permission granted by a planning inspector 

• From entering and/or occupying any part of the land identified on the map numbered 1 to 145 for 
residential purposes (temporary or otherwise) including the occupation of caravans/mobile homes, storage 
of vehicles, caravans and residential paraphernalia 

• From bringing on to the land or stationing on the land any caravans/mobile homes other than when driving 
through the Borough of Waltham Forest or in compliance with the parking orders regulating the use of car 
parks or with express permission from the owners of the land 

• From bringing on to the land any vehicle whether for the purposes of waste and materials or otherwise, 
other than when driving through the Borough of Waltham Forest or in compliance with the parking orders 
regulating the use of car parks or with express permission from the owners of the land 

The injunction order contains a penal notice which means anyone breaching it will be in contempt of court. 

If they do not move or move onto any other open space within the borough controlled by the council, they will 
be in contempt of court and may be arrested. 

The injunction order is being posted up at all entrances to Waltham Forest’s parks and open spaces in 
compliance with the order.
